Mrs.  George  Cadbury,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Taylor,  was 
born  in  London,  and  lived  there  till  her  marriage  in  1888.  One  of  a 
large  family,  and  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  her  early  life  was 
full  of  interest  and  opportunities  for  Social  Service.  Her  uncle,  Thomas 
Cash,  and  her  mother  were  both  interested  in  the  founding  and  development 
of  the  London  Temperance  Hospital. 

Elsie  Taylor,  as  she  was  then  known,  became  actively  engaged  in 
the  work  of  the  Sunday  School  connected  with  the  Friends’  Meeting, 
where  she  had  a  class  of  40  boys,  with  some  of  whom  she  has  kept  in 
touch  up  to  the  present  day.  She  also  helped  in  a  Club  in  Radchff 
Highway,  and  a  Sailors’  Home  for  Scandinavians  in  Dockland,  and  in 
these  her  special  contribution  was  the  introduction  and  practice  of  music. 

Her  marriage  to  George  Cadbury  in  1 888  brought  many  new 
interests  and  responsibilities.  The  family  naturally  had  first  claim  on 
time,  but  the  planning  and  development  of  the  Village  which  was  to 
arise  around  the  Factory,  which  had  been  removed  from  the  centre  of 
Birmingham  into  the  country,  became  a  chief  interest.  Although 
planning  and  acquiring  land  had  begun  long  before,  actual  building 
operations  started  in  1 897  ;  at  the  present  time  there  are  about  a  thousand 
houses  near  the  Works,  and  another  500  on  the  western  side,  all  under 
the  Bournville  Village  Trust,  of  which  Mrs.  Cadbury  has  been  Chairman 
since  the  death  of  Mr.  Cadbury  in  -1922. 

Mrs.  Cadbury  served  on  the  Birmingham  City  Council  for  some 
years,  and  was  first  Chairman  of  the  committee  charged  with  organising 
the  School  Medical  Service,  also  a  member  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Cadbury  was  much  interested  in  the  care  and  cure  of  crippled 
children,  and  gave  a  Home  for  them  on  part  of  the  Estate,  which  has  been 
adopted  and  enlarged  by  the  City  Orthopaedic  Hospital  and  now  provides 
for  some  250  patients  ;  Mrs.  Cadbury  is  the  Chairman  of  this  Hospital. 
Also,  in  1941,  she  was  elected  President  of  the  Birmingham  United  Hospital, 
so  is  in  touch  already  with  the  beneficent  art  and  science  of  healing. 


Mrs.  Cadbury  was  created  a  D.B.E.  (1934),  Hon.  M.A.,  Birmingham. 
She  served  during  the  Great  War,  1914-19,  as  Chairman  of  Committee 
for  Belgian  and  Serbian  refugees  ;  is  a  Past  President  National  Council 
of  Women  ;  President  Birmingham  of  Y.W.C.A.  ;  Chairman  Bournville 
Village  Trust,  Member  Birmingham  City  Council,  1919-24,  Past  Chairman 
and  Member  School  Medical  Service,  Sub-Committee  of  Birmingham 
Education  Committee,  191 1-36  ;  President  Union  of  Educational  Institu¬ 
tions,  1935  ;  President .  National  Council  of  Evangelical  Free  Churches, 
1925  ;  Convener  of  Peace  and  Arbitration  Standing  Committee  of 
International  Council  of  Women,  1911-36;  is  Hon.  Vice-President 
International  Council  of  Women  ;  President  Midland  Adult  School 
Union,  1931  ;  Vice-President  National  Liberal  Association  ;  Vice- 
President  County  of  Birmingham  Girl  Guides  Association  ;  Member 
Council  League  of  Nations  Union  ;  Chairman  Woodlands  Cripples’ 
Hospital;  J.P.  (1926)  Birmingham;  Order  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem; 
Order  St.  Sava  (Yugoslavia).

For  the  information  of  those  into  whose  hands  this  Report  may  fall,  it  may 
be  stated  that  the  National  Temperance  Hospital  was  founded  in  1873  for 
the  Medical  and  Surgical  treatment  of  the  sick  without  recourse  to  the  ordinary 
administration  of  alcohol.  It  was,  at  the  same  time,  provided  that  the  Medical 
Staff  should  be  at  liberty  to  administer  alcohol  when  they  deemed  it  needful, 
every  such  case  to  be  recorded,  and  published  in  the  succeeding  Annual  Report. 
During  the  seventy  years  of  the  Hospital’s  existence  there  have  been  251 
such  cases  in  a  total  of  77,089  In-patients.* 

As  a  General  Hospital,  this  Institution  has  a  strong  claim  upon  all 
benevolent  persons,  while  its  distinctive  principle  serves  as  a  protection  from  those 
perils  which  attend  the  administration  of  alcohol,  even  for  Medicinal  objects.

The  Board  of  Management  beg  to  submit  to  the  Governors 
the  71st  Annual  Report,  together  with  the  audited  Balance 
Sheet  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1943. 

They  are  glad  to  make  the  announcement  that  Dame 
Elizabeth  Cadbury,  D.B.E.,  M.A.,  J.P.,  has  accepted  their 
unanimous  invitation  to  take  the  office  of  President,  rendered 
vacant  by  the  death  in  1942  of  the  late  Major  Richard  Rigg. 
It  is  felt  that  the  action  taken  will  be  heartily  welcomed  and 
endorsed  by  the  Governors  and  others,  who  will  be  interested 
to  know  that  Dame  Elizabeth  and  her  late  husband,  Mr.  George 
Cadbury,  for  many  years  have  been  associated  with  this 
Hospital,  and  have  generously  donated  to  its  funds  ;  whilst 
Dame  Elizabeth’s  uncle,  Mr.  Thomas  Cash,  was  Chairman  from 
1873  to  1899,  and  President  in  1901. 


In-Patients. — The  number  of  patients  treated  to  a  con¬ 
clusion  registered  1,420  against  1,373  the  previous  year,  the 
average  daily  number  of  beds  occupied  being  77  against  71  in 
1942.  The  length  of  stay  of  each  patient  averaged  19' 84, 
compared  with  18’ 92  in  1942.  They  were  classified  thus  : —

The  increasing  applications  for  admission  to  the  limited 
number  of  beds  available,  rendered  it  necessary  to  have  to  refuse 
admission  to  certain  cases  during  the  year.  A  few  more  beds 
have  now  been  brought  into  use  however,  which  has  partly 
eased  the  situation.  The  Board  greatly  hope  that  the  time  is 
not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  possible  to  bring  the  3rd  floor, 
with  its  20  self-contained  rooms,  now  occupied  by  the  members  of 
the  Nursing  Staff,  into  use  once  again. 


The  work  of  these  Departments  has  increased  during  the 
year,  the  total  attendances  numbering  29,982  against  28,573 
in  1942,  the  Casualty  Department  dealing  with  3,905  cases 
against  3,141  in  1942. 


It  has  been  necessary  for  these  Departments  to  remain  in 
their  temporary  and  rather  cramped  quarters  since  1939,  when 
the  spacious  Waiting  Hall  and  Casualty  Rooms  were  converted 
into  Wards  as  a  war-time  expedient,  these  Departments  being- 
transferred  to  some  of  the  rooms  of  the  Physiotherapy  Depart¬ 
ment.  Until  permission  is  obtained  for  the  reinstatement  of 
the  lift  and  staircase  however,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  return 
to  normal  conditions,  when  the  Departments  will  be  able  to 
function  in  their  more  adequate  quarters. 
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The  Board  have  to  report  that  the  receipts  from  all  sources  INCOME, 
amounted  to  £30,661  against  £30,470  in  1942,  the  ordinary  income 
reaching  a  total  of  £30,415  compared  with  £28,710  the  previous 
year. 

It  is  with  gratitude  that  the  Board  express  their  cordial  Voluntary 
acknowledgment  to  all  who  have  so  generously  contributed  Gifts, 
as  subscribers  and  donors  towards  the  sum  of  £10,000,  which 
came  to  hand  during  the  year.  Representing  an  increase  of 
£2,578  on  the  previous  year,  it  is  a  clear  indication  that  the 
voluntary  principle  still  represents  a  vital  factor  in  the  upkeep 
of  the  Hospitals,  while  the  keen  desire  of  the  public  to  retain  this 
privileged  method  of  contributing  is  convincing  evidence  of  the 
need  for  its  continuation  on  the  present  basis. 

Many  subscribers  have  been  good  enough  to  sign  the  Deed  of 
Covenant  Deed,  thereby  doubling  the  amount  of  their  subscrip-  Covenant, 
tion,  which  is  most  encouraging  and  helpful.  The  Board 
sincerely  hope  that  others  will  see  their  way  to  do  likewise. 

The  welcome  assistance  rendered  by  the  King  Edward’s  Central 
Hospital  Fund  in  their  grant  of  £2,500,  is  deeply  appreciated.  Funds. 

The  further  intimation  that  they  will  make  a  grant  of  £1,000  on 
£4,000  new  money  being  raised  this  year,  is  especially  appreciated, 
thus  providing  a  splendid  stimulus  to  qualify  for  this  sum  which 
will  be  greatly  welcomed.  The  Board  would  express  their 
sincere  thanks  to  the  Fund  for  this  generous  offer. 

The  gift  of  £440  from  the  Metropolitan  Hospital  Sunday 
Fund  is  also  acknowledged  with  much  gratitude. 

The  amount  accruing  from  this  source  during  the  year,  Contribu- 
totalled  £10,976  as  compared  with  £8,986  in  1942.  tions  on 

The  Board  would  draw  attention  to  the  importance  of  Account  of 
these  payments  in  the  annual  budget  !  It  would  indeed  be  Services  to 
difficult  to  continue  the  good  work  done  by  the  Hospital  for  Patients, 
any  length  of  time  without  the  receipts  accruing  from  the 
Contributory  Schemes. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  continued  to  make  regular  Emergency 
payments  on  the  number  of  beds  allocated  under  the  Emergency  Beds. 
Hospital  Service  arrangement.  These  have  now  been  reduced 
to  40.  The  considerable  reduction  in  the  receipts  from  this 
source,  which  have  dropped  from  £7,413  to  £4,558,  is  owing 
partly  to  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  beds  allocated,  and 
also  to  an  adjustment  consequent  upon  receipts  from  the  Ministry 
in  previous  war  years  having  exceeded  the  actual  amount 
expended  under  the  Emergency  Medical  Service. 

During  the  year  an  amount  of  £746  accrued  from  this  Legacies, 
source,  which  is  acknowledged  with  gratitude.  £500  of  this 
sum  has  been  allocated  to  the  Endowment  Fund.  A  form  of 
bequest  is  attached  to  this  Report,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
friends  of  this  Hospital  will  not  fail  to  make  use  of  it. 

The  many  welcome  gifts  received  during  the  year  are  Gifts  in 
acknowledged  with  grateful  thanks.  The  Board  would  specially  Kind, 
mention  : — 

(i)  The  Electrocardiagraph  apparatus,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Edith 
Cotterell,  in  her  donation  of  £210  covering  the  cost  thereof,  and 
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those  donors  who  generously  contributed  towards  accessories 
for  this  most  essential  medical  equipment,  in  the  total  of  £264 
collected  as  a  result  of  this  appeal. 

(ii)  The  gift  of  a  Paraffin  Wax  Bath  and  Stand,  by  Mr. 
William  Heywood,  in  his  donation  of  £30  to  cover  the  cost. 
This  has  greatly  added  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Massage  Depart¬ 
ment  in  enabling  this  type  of  treatment  to  be  more  efficiently 
given. 

(iii)  The  South  African  Voluntary  Service,  whose  gift  of 
£85  to  be  expended  for  the  benefit  of  necessitous  patients,  is 
most  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  total  ordinary  expenditure  for  the  year  amounted  to 
£33,428,  thus  exceeding  the  total  ordinary  income  by  £3,013. 

The  main  factor  which  is  responsible  for  a  general  increase 
on  the  previous  year  of  £1,574  occurs  under  “  salaries  and  wages, 
the  augmented  scale  granted  to  the  Nursing  Staff  representing  a 
large  proportion  of  this  figure,  while  laundry  charges  have 
risen.  The  costs  under  “  provisions  ”  and  “  surgery  and 
dispensary  ”  do  not  show  any  appreciable  increase,  although 
the  number  of  patients  treated  is  higher  than  in  1942. 

The  Board  again  desire  to  remind  the  Governors  that  they 
are  still  faced  with  the  heavy  Mortgage  and  Bank  Loans  which, 
together  with  the  Bank  Overdraft,  at  tne  close  oi  the  year 
amounted  to  £27,893. 

The  consequent-  interest  charges  incurred,  amounting  to 
£1,162,  gives  considerable  anxiety  to  the  Board,  as  it  represents 
a  very  large  item  to  be  raised  annually. 

They  earnestly  pray  that  it  will  be  possible  for  this  burden 
to  be  reduced,  thus  releasing  this  large  sum  for  more  practical 
use. 

The  Board  deeply  appreciate  the  action  which  Mr.  H.  S. 
Syrett  has  kindly  taken  in  beautifying  and  improving  the 
Chapel  as  a  memorial  to  his  wife.  A  service  of  Dedication, 
attended  by  relatives  and  friends  of  the  Chairman,  was  conducted 
by  the  Rev.  J.  Reid  Christie  in  July  last. 

The  improvements  carried  out  have  greatly  added  to  the 
dignity  of  the  place,  which  now  provides  a  suitable  and  pleasing 
sanctuary  where  the  departed  may  rest  pending  interment, 
and  their  friends  and  relatives  take  leave  of  tnem. 

The  gift  by  Mr.  Syrett  of  £250  to  be  expended  on  the 
maintenance  of  the  Chapel,  any  balance  go  go  to  tne  Matxon  s 
Fund,  for  poor  gontlcwonion  patients,  is  gratefully  acknowledged.

The  Board  again  wish  to  record  their  deep  appreciation  oi 
the  valued  services  rendered  by  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Board  who  have  attended  the  meetings  of  this  Committee, 
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which  has  continued  to  transact  the  general  business  of  the 
administration  of  the  Hospital  throughout  the  year. 

They  desire  to  extend  to  the  Chairman,  Mr.  H.  S.  Syrett, 
their  deep  gratitude  for  the  valued  services  he  has  continued  to 
render  in  his  constant  attendances,  and  guidance  given  to  the 
Administration  throughout  the  year,  and  to  the  Vice-Chairman, 

Councillor  E.  J.  Saunders,  whose  help  at  all  times  is  so  much 
appreciated. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  the  Board  have  to  report  the  Obituaiy. 
death  in  November  last  of  Mr.  Joseph  Rank,  who  for  the  past 
35  years  showed  a  keen  and  generous  interest  in  the  Hospital’s 
welfare  by  rendering  invaluable  financial  assistance  from  time 
to  time.  Always  ready  to  lend  a  sympathetic  ear  to  any  special 
request  for  help,  he  invariably  responded  by  donating  sub¬ 
stantial  amounts,  usually  anonymously,  through  the  Trustees 
of  his  Benevolent  Fund,  whenever  he  considered  the  cause  was 
urgent  and  needy.  As  a  mark  of  the  Board’s  deep  appreciation 
of  his  munificence,  a  Ward  of  17  beds  was  named  after  him  in 
1933  for  the  great  services  he  had  rendered,  and  he  has  been  a 
Vice-President  since  1923. 

The  death  in  November  of  Mr.  C.  H.  Kemp,  a  Life  Governor, 
and  a  prominent  member  of  the  Order  of  the  Sons  of  Temperance, 
whose  regular  attendance  for  many  years  at  the  Annual  Meetings 
will  be  missed,  is  also  reported  with  regret. 

Further  applications  to  the  Ministry  for  permission  to  Destroyed 
grant  the  licence  for  the  reinstatement  of  the  lift  and  remainder  Lift  and 
of  the  staircase  destroyed  by  enemy  action  in  1941,  have  been  Staircase, 
made.  The  increasing  demands  upon  the  available  beds, 
especially  private  beds,  the  absence  of  the  Children’s  Ward,  and 
the  request  by  the  King’s  Fund  to  supply  additional  facilities 
tor  children  in  London,  also  the  overcrowding  of  the  temporary 
Out-Patient  Department,  were  among  the  principal  reasons 
for  the  action  taken.  The  Board  are  much  indebted  to  their 
Chairman  for  the  efforts  he  has  repeatedly  made  to  the  Ministry, 
pressing  for  this  reinstatement. 

They  must  express  their  sincere  thanks  to  the  Pvt.  Hon.  J.  R . 

Clynes,  M.P.,  who  at  the  Chairman’s  request,  kindly  gave  his 
personal  support  on  making  the  final  application,  and  arranged 
for  a  special  Deputation  to  be  received  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  Ministry  have  not  for  various  reasons 
seen  their  way  to  grant  this  application  at  present,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  later  they  may  reconsider  their  decision. 

The  Government  White  Paper  for  a  National  Health  National 
Service  will  have  been  received  with  interest  by  all  concerned.  Health 
The  Board  feel  that  the  public  as  a  whole  will  subscribe  to  the  Service, 
policy  that  facilities  should  be  available  to  every  resident 
regardless  of  his  or  her  income.  The  proposal  that,  in  order  to 
remain  voluntary  institutions,  and  thereby  preserve  their 
traditional  independence  and  enterprise,  the  Voluntary  Hospitals 
must  continue  to  receive  a  substantial  proportion  of  their  income 
from  voluntary  sources,  will  no  doubt  be  approved  generally, 
as  by  this  means  active  personal  interest  and  support  of  those  who 
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believe  in  the  Voluntary  Hospital  Movement  as  a  social  organisa¬ 
tion,  will  be  needful,  and  indeed  essential. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Board  desire  to  record  their  deep 
appreciation  and  recognition  of  the  services  of  the  Hon.  Medical 
Staff,  and  those  who  are  acting  for  members  engaged  with  His 
Majesty’s  Forces. 

They  would  again  express  their  appreciation  and  thanks  to 
Mr.  R.  A.  Kerr,  who  has  continued  to  render  loyal  and  valued 
service  as  Medical  Officer  in  Charge  of  the  Emergency  Hospital 
Service,  in  addition  to  his  honorary  duties,  and  to  Dr.  J.  Nash, 
the  Resident  Medical  Officer  and  his  colleagues,  who  have 
carried  out  their  respective  duties  with  efficiency. 

They  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  also  of  con¬ 
gratulating  Major  Rigby-Jones,  late  R.M.O.,  on  having  been 
awarded  the  Military  Cross. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  in  its  report  on  Rehabilitation 
measures  associated  with  Hospital  services,  have  urged  that 
further  developments  should  be  secured  as  soon  as  possible  for 
the  benefit  of  patients  suffering  from  surgical  and  medical 
conditions.  The  Board  are  glad  to  report  that  every  effort 
is  being  made  to  co-operate  in  enabling  the  patients  to  reap  the 
benefits  of  this  system  of  treatment.  Remedial  exercises  are 
now  given  daily  in  the  wards  to  all  patients  likely  to  benefit 
thereby,  thus  providing  them  with  additional  treatment  which 
will  considerably  assist  them  on  leaving  the  Hospital.  The 
Board  agreed  to  the  arrangement  whereby  Miss  M.  Brogan, 
Sister  of  the  Physio-therapeutic  Department,  attended  the 
Havely  Wood  E.M.S.  Hospital,  Notts,  for  a  special  two-weeks’ 
course  in  this  connection. 

The  revised  scale  of  salaries  for  members  of  the  Nursing 
Staff  as  recommended  by  the  Rushcliffe  Committee  having  been 
adopted  as  from  1st  April,  a  considerable  increase  in  the  expendi¬ 
ture  under  this  heading  has  necessarily  been  incurred,  the 
Ministry  having  carried  out  their  part  of  the  contract  by  defraying 
50  per  cent,  of  the  additional  outlay. 

The  difficulty  in  securing  the  minimum  number  of  nurses 
has  at  times  given  considerable  concern,  but  the  position  has 
eased  somewhat,  and  it  is  hoped  by  the  improved  conditions  now 
appertaining,  more  ladies  will  be  attracted  towards  this  worthy 
and  noble  vocation. 

The  appointment  of  Miss  E.  Coultham  as  Assistant  Matron 
and  Home  Sister  in  June  last  has  to  be  reported.  Miss  Coultham 
was  trained  at  this  Hospital,  and  returned  later  to  take  a  special 
Housekeeping  Course. 

The  Board  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  their  gratitude 
and  thanks  to  the  Matron,  Miss  M.  E.  Merrell,  and  members  of 
the  Nursing  Staff  for  their  loyal  and  satisfactory  work  carried 
out  through  a  further  year  of  difficult  war-time  conditions. 
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During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  there  was  some  considerable  Domestic, 
shortage  among  the  kitchen  and  domestic  staffs.  This  necessarily 
entailed  much  additional  work,  some  of  which  the  Nursing  Staff 
most  willingly  shouldered.  The  Ministry  of  Labour  have  since 
eased  the  situation  somewhat  by  directing  suitable  persons  to 
Hospitals  and  other  institutions. 

The  Board  wish  to  convey  their  deepest  appreciation  to  those  THANKS, 
friends  who  have  so  wholeheartedly  and  generously  assisted  in 
various  ways  during  the  year — 

(i.)  They  desire  specially  to  mention  the  ministers  and  clergy 
of  all  denominations  and  creeds,  who  have  visited  the  patients 
and  conducted  services  in  the  wards,  with  particular  reference 
to  the  Rev.  G.  A.  Collinson,  of  St.  James  Church,  members  of  the 
Highgate  Baptist  Chapel  Visiting  Band,  and  Mrs.  Weld  and 
Miss  Hoare. 

(i  i . )  The  weekly  visits  of  Lady  Stanier  and  Lady  Cassidy,  who 
have  continued  their  librarian  duties  in  connection  with  the 
distribution  of  books  supplied  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society 
and  Order  of  St.  John  Hospital  Library,  so  much  appreciated 
by  the  patients  and  staff. 

(iii.)  The  services  rendered  by  the  North-West  London 
Hospital  Society  in  their  weekly  collections  on  Visiting  Days. 

To  the  donors  of  the  London  Blood  Transfusion  Service 
they  extend  their  grateful  acknowledgment  for  services  rendered 
to  the  patients.  Altogether  40  donors  attended  and  gave  their 
blood  during  the  year. 

Finally  the  Board  desire  to  convey  to  the  members  of  the 
Administrative  Officers,  the  Dispensary,  Pathological,  Engineer¬ 
ing,  Porters  and  Domestic  Staffs,  an  expression  of  their  acknow¬ 
ledgment  and  thanks  for  the  loyal  and  efficient  services  rendered 
in  their  respective  departments  during  the  year,  and  particularly 
to  Mr.  A.  C.  Adams,  their  Secretary,  who  has  given  the  most 
loyal  and  devoted  service.

God  for  mercies  freely  bestowed  during  an  anxious  and  difficult 
period.  For  70  years  the  Hospital  has  continued  and  developed 
its  usefulness  to  the  community,  and  it  is  their  fervent  hope  and 
belief  that  the  good  work  already  accomplished  for  the  relief  of 
suffering  by  this  pioneer  Institution,  will  not  be  allowed,  for 
want  of  the  necessary  support,  to  be  restricted  in  any  way.

RULE  LXII.— EXCEPTIONAL  CASES. 

“As  a  special  object  of  the  Association  is  to  discourage  in 
the  treatment  of  diseases  the  employment  of  alcohol,  and  to 
collect  and  furnish  trustworthy  evidence  of  the  results  of  its  disuse, 
it  shall  be  incumbent  on  the  prescribing  Medical  Officer,  in  any  case 
where  alcohol  in  any  form  is  ordered  for  a  patient,  to  enter  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose  the  full  particulars  of  the  prescription,  including 
the  time,  quantity,  and  reasons  of  its  administration.  The  effect  of 
the  dose  also  shall  subsequently  be  noted.  A  record  of  all  such  cases 
in  each  year  shall  be  included  in  the  following  Annual  Report.”
